BRAINERD, HIBBING AND OTHER 


Outside Territory Being Fought for 
by Brewers’ Association as Not 


Coming Under Ban 


Tile much mooted Indian lid and 
the territory it will apply to when th 
final adjustment is made secuus to be 
as much a mystery as it did when the 
government agents invaded the n orth­ 
west with authority to elose saloons 
in the territory affected by the early 
indian treaties. 


Special Agent Larson, according to 
reports received has notified the sa­ 
loon proprietors to the n um ber of HU 
tha t on November 30th they must 
close their places of business} as fol­ 
lows: 


Bemidji lh 
Walker 2, ('ass Lake 
S, Federal Dam I, Detroit 0. 
It is 
also stated that the. four saloons at 
Bena and one at Ball Flub will also 
be served with similar notices. 


The opinion seems to be prevalent 
tha t only those towns adjacent to tho 
Indian reservations and 
settlements 
will be disturbed in the sa le of liquor, 
and th a t is the opinion of the Brew­ 
ers’ association and the committee of 
men appointed to protect the rights 
of the saloon men in the territory af­ 
fected by the treaty. 
But after all 
this it is only a guess at host and is 
made by men who would lie affected 
if the order was literally enforced. 
As far as Brainerd is concerned there 
lias been no intimation as to whether 
the saloons here will be disturbed or 
not, but in common with Dibbing and 
other cities that are not immediate!) 
adjacent to reservations, the feeling 
prevails among those interested that 
th« liquor traffic wil not be disturbed, 
and the Brewers’ association assert 
they will not fight the order if these 
towns are left in the wet column. Mr. 
/oilm an , attorney for the association 
is quoted as saying that the supreme 
court did not intend to take away 
from these cities the right of home 
rule iii these affairs. 


In the meantime 
Special 
Agent 
Larson has told newspapers ou the 
(Mesaba range that lie will leave with­ 
in a few days to spend Thanksgiving 
in Nebraska and if the closing order 
does not come before he goes the ten­ 
sion will be oft for several days, as 
iii that event nothing will be done un­ 
til liis return. 


Iii the meantime a spasm of virtue 
has attacked the entire liquor inter­ 
est:-, of northern Minnesota aud the 
law is probably better respected than 
ever before iu the history 
of 
the 
state, aud it might be applicable to 
st De that if the same spirit had per 
laded this suction in years gone by 
the saloon men would 
not 
be 
tip 
against the proposition that now con­ 
fronts them. 
Not th at all of them 
a r t responsible but their associations 
Ila vu kin own of the irresponsible men 
in the business and many of them 
could have been weeded out to the 
betterment 
of the 
proprietors 
of 
places who have abided by tho laws 
as laid down 
in the

where they were in business, 
The 
acts of the violators 
have 
brought 
down the wrath upon the entire bus­ 
iness in the northern part
